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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on April 4, 2007 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive, a/. With regard to applicant's argument (see Remarks section, page 2) that 
Narasipura '412 fails to disclose the check valve retainer 300 flexes in response to contacting a valve chamber rim of a valve chamber. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. As shown in Fig. 3, Narasipura '412 clearly teaches the check valve retainer 300 flexes in response 
to contacting a valve chamber rim 107 of a valve chamber (see col. 3, line 26-42) [emphasis added], b/. Applicant also argues that 
Narasipura '412 fails to disclose the check valve retainer contacts said valve. The examiner disagrees. Narasipura '412 clearly teaches 
the check valve retainer 108, 300 contacts said valve 106 (see col. 2, line 48-50). 
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
